6. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. The claim(s) must be in one sentence form only. Note 
the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

7. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

8. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Regarding Claims 1-2: 

Claims 1-2 are directed to "software". Software perse is considered to be an abstract idea and therefore 
does not fall within one of the statutory classes of invention set forth in 35 U.S.C. 101 . In order to be 
accepted as statutory subject matter, a computer program must be tangibly embodied on a computer 
readable medium which when executed appropriately provides functionality. See MPEP 2106.01(1). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

9. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form 
the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

10. Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Fino et al., 
U.S. Patent Number 5,991 ,769 (hereinafter referred to as Fino).
